Rebellion Veteran. 


William Dow. Served As Dispatch 

‘Rider In The Struggle Of 1885 

A veteran of two Canadian armed 
conflicts, and a pioneer of the 
prairies, William Dow,. aged- 87, of 
Ruddel, Sask., died in a Saskatoon 
hospital recently. !

Born at Whitby, Ont., Mr. Dow 
moved to western Canada in 1869, 
and worked on the first government 
survey in Manitoba that year. . Fol- 
lowing the Riel rebellion, he returned 
to Manitoba, settling at Pilot Mound 
in 1889. : . 

In 1904, the pioneer followed new 
trails to Saskatchewan, and took a 
homestead near Lilac, where he farm- 
ed until recently.
